The first Byrd expedition to 
Antarctic is already history; 
something of its more "human" side 
will be brought to Antioch Township- 
High School alumni at their annual 
banquet Dec. 28 by Anson Walker 
Perkins. 

Perkins, who was a member of the 
expedition, served as a sailor before the 
mast on the "City of New York" and 
later as quartermaster on the "Eleanor 
Boiling," Byrd's two supply ships. 

He made the journey to Tahiti and 
from there on to New Zealand aboard 
the "City of New York." There he 
was transferred aboard the "Boiling" 
for the trip to the Bay of Whales on 
the edge of the Antarctic continent. 

The "Boiling," making a second trip, 
from New Zealand to the Antarctic 
received radio commands from Byrd 
to turn back because of the danger 
that she might be lost with all hands 
before being able to break through the 
ice floes to the Antarctic. 

Wintered in New Zealand 
Perkins was put in charge of the 
15 or so reserve "Husky" dogs for the 
expedition that were kept at New Zea- 
land. He and a companion spent the 
winter in the New Zealand mount- 
ains, hauling timber with the dogs to 
a spot 7,000 feet above sea level, above 
the timber line, where the New Zea- 
land government had desired to erect 
a shelter for the use of scientist and 
explorers. 

He has also had other interesting 
experiences, in addition to polar ex- 
plorations. He was one of- the first to 
volunteer when the United States en- 
tered the World war, and was a mem- 
Thirty-sccond division,

JUDGE MARTIN DECKER 
TELLS CIVIC CLUB 

Probate Judge Makes Inter- 
esting Address at Dinner 
Meeting Monday 



The necessity of avoiding pitfalls in 
the matter of making and executing 
wills, and errors that would tend to | 
cause long drawn legal procedure in ' 
the settlement of estates was stressed 
by Judge Martin C. 'Decker of the 
Lake county probate court who spoke 
before the Antioch Mens Civic • club 
at Ball hotel Monday evening. 

Every person who owns property 
should execute a will, Judge Decker 
told the thirty-five guests assembled 
for the <linncr. Care in designating 
beneficiaries as well as the manner of 
executing and the witnessing of wills 
should have the attention of. a capable 
lawyer, the judge said. One year's 
time is required to complete the settle- 
ment of most estates ,the jurist point- 
ed out. He also commented upon. the 
desirability of placing property in 
joint tenancy, the plan whereby the 
survivors of such a contract automati- 
cally become beneficiaries and succeed 
to the ownership of property without 
any further legal procedure. 

Lake county is one of the 12 coun- 
ties of the state having a population 
of oyer 85,000 in which the probate 
court is separated from the county 
court. The office was created in this 
county in 1922 and Judge Decker has 
served continuously as probate judge 
since that time.

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Financing the Rearmament 

More and more news is beginning to leak out con- 
cerning the Administration's vast rearmament plan. It 
seems certain that hundreds of millions will be spent 
next year for battleships, planes and expansion of all 
the arms of the military service. This forthcoming 
"war budget" will doubtless be the largest, for peace 

time, in our history. 

In the meantime, there is considerable talk about 
ways of financing it The President has said that he 
does not want to do that by adding to the debt— that he 
favors a pay-as-we-go plan so far as possible. At the 
same time, sentiment generally in Congress seems to be 

against new taxes. 

One suggested solution is for the Administration to 
liquidate some of the tremendous assets held by the 
RFC. This bureau is a big partner in American indus- 
try and its holdings run into the billions. They are, 
however, difficult to realize on — no one believes the RFC 
would dump securities on the open market, as that 
would be certain to cause a sharp break in values. 

So, even though Congress is unwilling, it may be- 
come necessary to pay for rearmament with new taxes, 
or higher old taxes. If the latter course is chosen, it is 
likely that the income tax on all or most brackets * will 
be increased one or two per cent

worse if he doesn't make his protests felt 

Dont's for a Merry Christmas 

A Merry Christmas to you and yours! And re- 
member — it can't be merry unless it's safe. 

Fire is the great hazard of the holiday. It has 
turned many a, gladsome celebration into a horrible 
tragedy; for the victims of holiday, fires are usually 
children. 

So— here are some don'ts for the holidays that will 
pay you tremendous dividends in the coin of happiness 
and safety: 

Don't use candles on your Christmas tree— the tree 
itself is highly inflammable and it, together with tinsel 
decorations placed near flame, may cause a holocaust in 
your home. Electric light sets are inexpensive, safe 
and satisfactory. 

Don't permit children in flimsy cloth or paper holi- 
day costumes to be in a room with open flames of any 
kind. Fatal burns can be suffered in an incredibly brief 
period of time. 

Don't give children gifts that require the use of ex- 
plosive chemicals, fire, steam or other hazardous ele- 
ments. 

Don't allow a mess of discarded Christmas package 
wrappings to accumulate. A carelessly disposed match 
or cigarette may cause them to burst into a fire that 
will swiftly get out of control. 

Dry Christmas trees present a major hazard — dispose 
of yours as soon as the holidays are over. 

And— last but not least— don't take a chance of any 
kind.— Be constantly alert Have your fun safely. 



"Little Man, What Now?" 

In an editorial aptly entitled, "Little Man, What 
Now?" the Oklahoman says: "It has been said by those 
who figure out such statistics that if the United States 
were to pay as it goes, our taxes would now be the high- 
est in the world, which makes it rather cold comfort to 
remind ourselves that taxes in England are now higher 
than they ostensibly are in the United States. 

"True to the old saying, there is one thing beside 
death that's sure, and that's liberal taxes. Little man 
(and that means most of us), you'll pay until it hurts. 
"You'll pay more, proportionately, than the rich 
man. The liberal tax-eaters are hungrily sizing you up. 
Liberal bureaucracy is growing every minute. The lib- 
erals are going to get you, even if you do watch out" 

Estimates vary as to just how much taxes — most of 
them the "hidden" or "invisible" variety— are paid by 
the average little man. But most authorities agree that 
they amount to more than one-fifth of every cent he 
earns. That means that you work one day out of five 
for government It means that of every dollar you 
spend, more than twenty cents finds its way into the 
hands of the tax collector. It means a lower standard 
of living for yourself and your family. And you are pay- 
ing only part of the bill— the rest is yet to come. 

The little man has far more to gain from economical 
government than the big man. The hidden taxes that 
arc an inescapable part of what you pay for a loaf of

Christmas Day on Sunday— what 
an appropriate combination! Today 
we commemorate th« birth of our 
Lord, the corning of our Redeemer 
tp, dwell among men on the day of 
the week which is a perpetual re- 
membrance of His resurrection 
from the dead— the Lord's Day. He 
came as the babe of Bethlehem's 
manger in order that lie might in 
His death and resurrection from the 
grave prove His victory over sin 
and death. For those who know 
and , love the true spirit of Christ- 
mas, this should' be a great day of 
rejoicing in Christ. 

Wp have an unusual opportunity 
to study the birth of Jesus from a 
text not commonly used for Christ- 
mas, namely, the coming of the 
"Wise Men from the East to find and 
to worship Him. It is suggested 
that their experiences may be con- 
sidered as showing the way to 
Jesus, who is the perfect revelation 
of God's great love. We should 
I. Look for His Sign (w. 1-3). 
While most of their fellow men 
saw nothing but an unusually bright 
star (if they even noted that much, 
In their hurried devotion to the in- 
terests of everyday life), the men 
of. the East showed that they were 
wise by recognizing that here was 
the promised sign of Numbers 24:17. 
Be sure to read that great prophecy. 
"When they told Herod, he, fearing 
lest his own power and prominence 
should be challenged, became 
troubled in his heart. 

The parallel to our day is striking. 

Everywhere in our lives, personal 

and national, are the unmistakable 

signs of the presence and power of 

Jesus. Most people heed them not 

in their mad pursuit of gold and 

pleasure. Others hate His name, 

and would destroy His influence on 

earth. Let us be among the wise 

men who come today to seek and 

worship Him. 

II. Listen to God's Word (vv. 4-0). 

The Wise Men knew that He was 

to come, but they needed further 

light. They knew where to find it— 

in God's own Word. How different 

would be the history that is in the 

making in our day if instead of turn- 

* ing to the philosophies of men, or 

trusting in the might of armaments, 

we would turn to God's Word and 

let it lead us all to Christ, the 

Saviour of the world, the Prince of 

. Peace. 

' III. Seek the Saviour (w. 7-9). 

Different motives moved in the 
hearts of those who consulted the 
Scriptures on that far-off day in 
Jerusalem. Herod, while hypocrit- 
ically professing to want to worship, 
really was looking into it so that he 
might kill Jesus. There are hypo- 
crites who study God's Word in our 
day for the same purpose while os- 
tensibly worshiping. The people of 
Jerusalem had the curious bystand- 
er's interest in an unusual event. 
They have their counterpart in our 
churches and communities on this 
Christmas Day of 1938. Then there 
were the chief priests and scribes, 
who had a purely professional in- 
terest in finding what the Scriptures 
taught concerning this promised 
One. There are plenty of that kind 
of religious leaders and workers to- 
day. 

None of these actually sought the 
Saviour except the Wise Men. Thank 
God for the thousands of men, wom- 
en, and children who will today seek 
the Christ who is the very reason 
lor the observance of Christmas, 
but who has been all but lost in the 
nonsense and commercialism that 
have practically ruined Christmas 
as a sacred "holy day." 
IV. Worship Him (w. 10-12). 
These faithful seekers found Him, 
and in Him they found joy (v. 10), 
worship (v. 11), opportunity for sac- 
rifice of self and gifts (v. 11), and 
fellowship with God in the great 
work of redemption (v. 12). God 
spoke to them, gave them a person- 
al and secret commission which 
thwarted the wicked plans of Herod. 
Christmas may mean all of that 
to each one of us if we let the Lord 
Jesus come into our lives in all the 
beauty of His redeeming love and 
holiness. To you who read these 
lines just now, the writer makes 
this plea in the name of Christ— let 
Him have your life and transform it 
by His grace and for His glory. 
Only thus can you have a joyful and 
blessed Christmas.
